Js it not waitten of him, that bee 
ſhowed to Solon þ wiſe, his huge heapes 
of gold and treaſure, his wonderfull poſe 
ſeſſions ⁊ pleaſures , euen able to amaze 
any man, and then aſked Solon , whom 
hee iudged of any that he knew fo bee the 
happieſt man? thinking hee would haue 
named him, after the ſight of ſuch earthly 
glozy : but Solon, quite contrary to bis 
erpectation, named another, Pea, being 
aſked againe whom hee tudged ſecond, 
named alſo another pooꝛe man, & vouch⸗ 
Ante obitũ, ſafed to Cræſus neither the firſt noz ſe- 
nemo. cond place, peelding fo2 reaſon, that hys 
laſt end might alter all that felicitte, and 
befoze the ſame, it is ill iudging.

Which dale kꝛal 
day when it was come vpon him, and he 
ſet vpon the pyle of wood ready fo2 exe⸗ 
cution , Cyrus himſcife with thouſands 
moe bcholding the ſpecacle, then hee re⸗ 
membꝛed what Solon had ſayd, that bes 
foze a mans end, there can be no ſounde - 
judgement of his happineſſe, and crycd 
with a wofull chzike, O Solon, Solon, So- 
lon, & there ſtaped, plunged in the depth 
of his lamentable fall, and not able to 
goe any further. Cyrus hearing him, with 
all ſpeed ſent vnto him, to know what her 
15 3 meant 
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meant thereby, to whom by his Meſſens 
ger her ſent the whole ſtoꝛp, as J haue 
told it beſoze, of his dealings with Solon, 
and Solons aunſwere to him: which ſto⸗ 
rieſo pierced the hart of Cyrus, with a 
due conſideration of mans vncertaine e⸗ 
ſtate, inany gloꝛp cf this wo2ld,and con⸗ 
ſequently even of his owne, who was the 
Conqueroz oucr this wofull Ring, that 
to his great pꝛapſe he ſtaped the courſe, 
and ſaucd Cræſus fo line with him in 
ſome honoꝛabie place, but pet a captine, 
Shall nat now this ſtoꝛp pꝛofit vs, to a 
ſtay ol our loue and lpking, of this totte⸗ 
ring wo:ldc but will wee dap and night, 
with all courſes either good oz bad, ſeeke 
to win that which is fo ſone loſt : and fo;

Shall 
not our Sautoꝛs ſpecch ſtrike to p harts 
of vs with ſome remembzance , What 
will che whole world profit vs, if we looſe = 
our ſoules? Shall not the rich cozmozant 
ſometimes be thought of, that cryeth in 
bell eucn at this dap, ſoꝛ one dꝛop of wa⸗ 
ter to taole his tongue and it is not giuen 
bim: God or his mercy gine a wozking 
power to his bleſſed woꝛd, that it may do 
vs good, And thinke you beloued, ot that 
wiſe Dzatozs ſpeech of Athens, that it 
was a Cittp, Ad perigrinandum in ea iu- 
cunda, ad inhabitandum non tuta, tu ſoiozne 
in foz a time very pleaſant. but to dwell 
and abide in not ſafe, Uerily fo is it with 
this flattering wozlde , a place to be vſed 
foz a time without offence, but not to bee |

it as occaſion ſcrueth with mutall regaro

the bn of my "waieſhe.? Not ante ma⸗ 
king mencion of Gad, as the giuer og 
fountayne of any af this honaz. And nom 

ſe the iudgement of God vpon his ingra⸗ 
titude.. While the mozd ſayth the ſtaꝛie 
was in his mouth, euen while the wozd 
was in his mouth, (and marke the ſpesde 
of Gods wꝛatb,) a voyce: came downe 
from beauen, ſaying: O-king Nabuc had 
nezzar to thee be it ſpoken , thy king-

Salomon in his Pzeacher 
bath this place if you remember: There 
was a little Cittie and fewe men in it, and 
a great King came againſt it, and compaſ- 
ſed it about, and builded Forts againſt it, 


and there was found therein a poore and 


wiſe man who deliuered the Citty by his 
wiſedome : (owe marke J pꝛay vou) 


But no man remembred this poore man. 


deſerned well ought not to be fozgotten,

Paul reckoning vp what vices ſhoulde 
raigne in men in theſe latter daies , a⸗ 
mongll a ſozf of vile coꝛruptions, nameth 
this, as vile as the vileſt, They ſhall bee * Tim.

vnthankfull, Salomon agayne with a pꝛo⸗

rivkce of it you haue in Saul, an vnthank⸗ 
full man to Dauid who was ſo trne fo 
him, and how pꝛoſpered he? Did not the 
wzath of God purſue him till his houſe 
was vtterly onerth;owne ? Nabal an vn⸗ 
kinde churle , and was if not bis death? 
Abſolon an vnthankfull wꝛetch and was 1. Sam. 23. 
it not his confuſion e This example we | 
haue in hand of this young Ring, ſo dil⸗ 
honozably vſing the Mellengers of Dauid 
ſent vnto him in all good will, was if not 
the ſubuerſion of him and his whole kings 
dome? What ſhould moe examples be 
beaped vp? We ſe a truth if we be the 
Lo2ds, euen in theſe ſufficently , and we 
will, J ruſt, beware ſo damnable a ith

Let vs not 
be like the thirſtie Pozſe, that maketh ſo 
ſtrongly towards the water, as his Ris 
der can ſcarſely Fay him: but when bee 
bath ſatiſficd. himſeife , and his turne is 
ſerued , then turnes he his heeles vpon it, 
and maketh as faſl from it agapne. Dz 
like the vapours raiſed vp by the ſunne, 
which thickes vp a clowde to obſcare the 
Dunne. Remember the thankfull fleldes, 
who reſtoze to their owner much moze 
grayne then they receiued of him. Jud 
remember Seneca his reaſon, with which 
J will end, why no law of man was layd 
downe againſt vnthankfulnes: euen be⸗ 
cauſe the finne is greater then that man 
ſufficiently can punniſh it, but muſt 
leaue it to God who will fully doe it. 
Fourthlp, the father being dead, Da- 
uid will be thankfull to his childe A very 
nofable thing in him, and karre from the 
courſe of theſe our dayes , wherein it is 
reckoned euen an aduantage that many 
are glad of, if they be dead to whoin they 
thought they fode in reaſon indebted any 
wap: bceauſe then they are free they 
thinke, and fo; any friends they * be⸗ 
ind 
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hinde them, they ſhall neuer trouble our 
mindes although we faw them aparantly 
want. Surely this was not Dauids nas 
ture we all fe, who is as carefall to be 
kind to the poſteritie of his friend, as to 
bis friend himſelſe. Making as we haue 
ſcene befo2e , tuen open pꝛoclapmation, 
that he might knowe if any were remap⸗ 
ning, to whome fo2 the deads ſake hee 
might be kinde , Loꝛd what an honour is 
this to him, and how will it adozne any 
man tbat will followe'it , and be wſtly 
repoztcd of foz it. Jlay nomoze, but I 
knowe what J thinke, and that God that 
giueth me both harte and thoughts , is 
able, if it be his bleſſed pleaſure, to make 
vou all ſhpne with the vertues commen⸗ 
ded thus in his holy woꝛd, euen acto ding 
to my wiſhe: foz which J ſhall as truly 
iope, as any that cuer ſpake vnto you. 

But wherein map you ſay is Dauid 
thus thankfull 2 Wee heare but of a meſf- 
ſage ſent vnto the young Kinge , andas 
fo2 giftes , and pzincely riche requitals, 
we heare nothing, Beloued, cuentbts is 
an other thing that Jnotein Dauid , that 
where honours and 4puings were —_

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ting, there be was thankfull in that ſozt: 
the examples befoze J haue layd downe, 
and heare, where ſufficiently theſe things 
were already, with kinde comfozts and 
louing ſpeeches, fit foz the time and occa⸗ 
ſion of mourning, be ſhe weth hisremem⸗ 
berance ofa dead friend, and aſſureth bis 
lone to be further vſed as ſhalbe fit: which 
ina Pzince to a Pzince , is as much as 
needeth, and fully as honourable, (if not 
much moze,) as golde oz giftes whatſoe⸗ 
uer . Pet there is no queſtion , but theſe 
Embaſſadours carried what was alſo fit” 
of ſuch like teſtimonies of pꝛincelp fauour, 
albeit the ſtozie ſpeaketh not of them. 
Thus ſtandeth the caſe euen amongſt vs

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darts, & the ſin of their charmes. Had ſome 
ol them died in their mothers wombes, it 
had been god fo2 them and many mo. & his 
is not chambering and wantonnes, as the 
Apoſtle ſpeaketh , but this is chambering

29.4 conteite had the Philiſtians of Dauid, whe 
they would not (uffer him to goe to batte il 
with them, and all by ſuſpition: yea, molt 
vile ſuſpition, thinking if hee went with 
them, hee would be an aduerſarꝑ to them, 
and goe about to get his Maiſters faugur 
with their beads. The kinge of Iſrael you 
remember rent his clothes, and conceiued 
that the King of Aram, ſought a quaggell 
againſt him, when there was no ſuch mat⸗ 
ter, but a louing letter in Naamans bchalfe, 
that by bis good fauour he might be helped 
ſo2 his Leapzoſie by the P2opchct in bis 
 Countrey :foz ſo had the Mapde {pokeu be⸗ 
fo;e of the Pꝛophet.
